RISE IN U. S. DEBT, NOW 
NEARLY $53,000,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP). 
N overnight increase of $1,- 
347,383,480 made the Fed- 
eral debt today nearly 53 

billion dollars. 

The increase resulted from 
the final recording on Treas- 
ury books of the recent sale of 
$1,300,000,000 of new 2% per 
cent bonds maturing in from 26 
to 31 years to pay part of the 
deficit resulting from defense 
expenditures. 

The Treasury said that as of 
Oct. 20, the debt was $52,959,- 
142,361. This was almost exact- 
ly double the peak Federal debt 
of $26,596,701,648 during the 
World War financing era. The 
bond sale, also, was the largest 
single bond sale since the Liber- 
ty Loan drives of the World 
War.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (AP).—The 
big tragedy of the defense pro- 
grammy, many observers fear, will be 
the inevitable slaughter of many 
small businesses.

LONDON, Oct. 22 (AP).

EX-POLICE JUDGE FINED 


FOR CARELESS DRIVING 


Webster Groves Justice Ac- 
cepts Recommendation 
Previously Rejected. 


Jerome Simon, former city Po- 
lice Judge, was fined $25 and costs, 
or a total of $42, on his plea of 
guilty of careless and reckless driv-

State highway patrolmen who 
stopped him were of the opinion 
that he had been drinking, Eim- 
beck said. 

The Prosecuting Attorney’s of- 
fice, he continued, was presented 
subsequently with affidavits from 
three physicians stating that Si- 
mon was suffering from diabetes 
and, on the day of the arrest, had 
taken insulin without eating any 
food, resulting in shock and an at- 
tendant form of dizziness. There 
was no specific denial that Simon 
had been drinking.

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New Rule Prohibits. Con- 
sumption of Liquor in 
Places With Bars After 


Taverns Close. 


A regulation prohibiting con- 
sumption of liquor in restaurants 
with bars after regular tavern clos- 


ing hours was announced yester- 
day by Wayne G. Henderson, State 
Liquor Control Supervisor, in a 
talk before 400 members of the 
Missouri Retail Liquor. Dealers’ 
Association. 

In promulgating the regulation, 
Henderson said he was clarifying 
the new “all-out” State tavern 
closing law which went into effect 
Oct. 10, réquiring not only that 
sales of liquor cease but that doors 
be locked and all customers be out 
at closing hours—midnight on Sat- 
urday and 1:30 a. m. on week days. 
The proprietor must keep taps, 
refrigerators and other receptacles 
for liquor locked. 

The purpose of the regulation, 
Henderson explained to the asso- 
ciation, meeting at the St. Louis 
House, 2345 Lafayette avenue, is 
to prevent tavern owners from 


sorting to the subterfuge of open- 
ing “eating places” in connection 
with taverns where liquor may be 
consumed after closing hours. 

Hendegson said he believed this 
was the intention of the Legisia- 
ture when it adopted the law and 
added that he would enforce it vig- 
orously “until such time as I am 
attacked in the courts.” 

He congratulated Excise Com- 
missioner Arthur Bader and police 
on their “wonderful co-operation,” 
asserting that “St. Louis is as clean 
now as it has ever been.” 

Hubert Bates, supervisor of the 
State Sales Tax Department, an- 
nounced that a campaign to urge 
tavern owners to collect the State 
sales tax would begin Nov. 1. He 
asked for co-operation of the asso- 
ciation in obtaining pledges from 
tavern owners to collect the tax 
and in posting signs notifying’ cus- 
tomers. 

He pointed out a section of the 
sales™ tax law prohibiting mer- 
chants from advertising that they 
would absorb the tax. The col- 
lection plan has been tried in other 
cities and found successful. He 
said the law required payment of 
the tax by customers, but é¢mpha- 
sized that it would not be invoked. 

Walker Pierce, president of the 
Missouri. Brewers’ Association, 
warned against a rising tide of dry 
sentiment if tavern owners failed 
to conduct themselves properly. 
“The only way you can keep in busi- 
ness,” he said, “is by your good 
conduct.”

‘patches today, but the Soviet in- 
}formaction bureau indicated little 
change in the situation aroun 
the capital itself. 

Heavy fighting, a Tass news 
agency broadcast of the daily 
communique said, continued 
throughout the night in the Moz- 
haisk, Maloyaroslavets and Kali- 
nin areas before Moscow—the same 
sectors which have been men- 
tioned :n bulletins for the last two 
days. * 

The Tass hroadcast said the 
Russians were inflicting heavy 
losses on the Germans southwest 
of Moscow, presumably in the 
Maloyaroslavets sector, declaring 
that in the last five days the Ger- 
mans had lost more than 5000 men 
under the blows of Soviet infantry 
and tanks. 


Assault Near Orel. 


The new German attempts to ad- 
vance east from Orel were dis- 
closed by Pravda, newspaper of 
the Communist party, which told 
of heavy fighting along the Orel- 
Mtensk highway. Mtensk is about 
175 miles south and slightly east 
of Moscow. 

In this area, Pravda said, the 
Germans were trying to filter 
through the Russian lines by at- 
tacking now here, now there, with 
small units each “numbering from 
three to five tanks and a score 
or so of motorcyclists.” 

All these assaults are being re- 
pulsed by the Russians with heavy 
losses to the Germans, Pravda as- 
serted. ‘ 

At one point, the paper said, the 
Germans tried to throw three pon- 
toon bridges simultaneously across 
a river but were driven back. 

The Red air force was credited 
with destroying 20 planes in an 
attack on a German airdrome at 
Orel. 

On another sector of the front, 
the Information Bureau declared, 
Russian planes destroyed within 
five days 327 German trucks, 45 
guns, 340 carts loaded with food 
and about 2500 men. 

Stiffening Defense. 

Tass quoted a report by a corre- 
spondent of Izvestia that Russian 
resistance was stiffening steadily 
northwest of Moscow, in the Kali- 
nin region. The correspondent 
said fierce fighting was continuing 
at the approaches to the city and 
that violent Red army 
attacks smashed back a German 
attempt to cross a river there. 

A Tass dispatch broadcast by 
the Moscow radio said that “lit- 
erally every meter of ground is 
covered with the bodies of Fascist 
soldiers and officérs” after Soviet 
counterattacks on the Mozhaisk 
front, 57 miles west of Moscow.

With the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee hearing of opposi- 
tion witnessés today oh the armed- 
ship bill, Chairman Connally 
(Dem.) Texas, told reporters it was 
obvious that “Germany will pay no 
attention to our combat zones or 
to her own-—she will sink any 
ships she can any time she can get 
to them. 

“But every time Germany sinks 
a ship, it makes it more certain 
that our vessels will be armed 
promptly. There is no reason why 
our ships should have to let Ger- 
man submarines come up and play 
with them like a cat with a mouse. | 
If they are armed, they may be 
able to keep some of these raiders 
below the surface.” 

Although emphasizing his con- 
viction that American merchant- 
men should be armed, Connally re- 
peated his view that Congress lik 
wise should lift the restriction On 
American ship movements.

recommendation as to sentence?” 
Judge Briggle asked. 

Doyle said he wished to make a 
recommendation. He reminded the 
Court that the grand jury which re- 
turned the indictment had sat last 
year from Aug. 26 to Dec. 2 and 
had examined scores of witnesses 
at great expense to the Govern- 
ment, 

There were five counts in the in- 
dictment, he reminded the court, 
and he thought each corporation 
should be fined $1000 on each 
count. But since the plea of guilty 
was general and not as to specific 
counts, he suggested a fine of $5000 
for each corporation. 

“Is that the recommendation of 
the Attorney General?” Judge Brig- 
gle inquired. 

“Tt is my idea and the Attorney 
General approves of it,” Doyle re- 
plied. 

Judge Briggle said he had no 
hesitancy in accepting the recom- 
mendation, but he received the 
pleas of guilty with some reluc- 
tance because he entertained grave 
doubts as to constitutionality of 
the section of law under which the 
indictment was brought. (the cor- 
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rupt practices section of the Hold- 
ing Company Act). 


But it was the duty of the Court, 
he continued, to follow the ruling 
of the United States Supreme 
Court, and after a study of the 
case and of decisions of the Su- 
preme Court he was of the opin- 
ion that the high court: would up- 
hold the act. Therefore, since the 
defendant corporations did not 
challenge validity of the act it 
was his duty to impose sentence. 
He announced that the fines of 
$5000 and costs, for each company, 
were general as to the whole in- 
dictment. 


Judge’ Briggle commented that 
what counsel for the corporations 
had said was very apt and “defines 
a tendency toward better days.” 
He said that practices such as 
those which the accused corpora- 
tions had admitted once were com- 
mon “but certainly did not make 
for the best.” He, too, was glad 
that a change has come about. 


O. John Rogge, then an Assistant 
Attorney General in charge of the 
criminal division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, with a staff of 
lawyers from the Attorney General's 
office, assisted United States At- 
torney Howard Doyle in the pres- 
entation of the case to the grand 
jury.

Reason for Lag. 


These concrete acts are all dated 
1941. Americans often ask why this 
should be, considering the many 
avowals of undying Pan-American 
friendship. 

Thoughtful Brazilians, in and out 
of official life, agree that Brazil 
could not declare itself pro-United 
States until the United States it- 
self was earnestly engaged in the 
war. The most important factor 
was that the United States should 
realize it also is threatened by the 
Nazis. It was first necessary that 
the United States should stop hid- 
ing behind the excuse, “All aid to 
Britain.” 

An intelligent Brazilian resumed 
the argument: 

“You Americans have criticised 
Getulio for his June 10 (1940) 
speech praising the dictators. You 
should not. You were still commit- 
ted to a war of words. Aid to Brit- 
ain! Bah, that’s sending dollars to 
fight your war for you. Until the 
United States woke up to the fact 
that it, too, was threatened and 
would have to fight, there was no 
point in supporting you.” 


Spurred by Aid Bill. 


The argument is carried even 
further. The lease-lend bill’s pas- 
sage largely removed the doubts 
regarding the United States. That 
bill, although it doesn’t say so, was 
liberally interpreted to mean that 
the United States realized its life 
is threatened by Nazi conquest and 
would fight. But until the United 
States fights or is fully resolved to 
fight, Brazil will not assume that 
the United States will do so. 


With a fighting United States, 
Brazil’s co-operation would make 
sense. Gen. Goes Monteiro, Brazil- 
ian chief of staff, and assigned the 
role of pro-German in Brazil's 
Cabinet, on his first trip to the 
United States was unimpressed. 
He can now afford for the sake of 
Brazil to be classified as pro- 
United States. 

Brazil’s co-operation, both af- 
firmative and negative, is assisting 
the United States to keep its posi- 
tion as a world power. 

But by this co-operation, Brazil 
is buying a ticket to the concert 
of nations which will remold the 
world after the war. At that con- 
cert, Brazil intends to fiddle as 
lustily as any of the other great 
powers.

Gen. Johnson — 


Opposition to Uni- 
versal, not Piece- 
meal Price Control 
Is Purely Political. 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22. 
Weres scarcely a change in the 


crossing of a “t” or the dotting 

of an “i,” Mackenzie King has 
announced that Canada will adopt 
the Baruch plan for clamping a 
flexible ceiling over all prices to 
prevent inflation, including wages, 
rents and farm prices, rejecting 
our present political fumbling with 
piecemeal fixing of a few prices 
that leaves the principal influence 
in all prices—labor and farm prices 
—to go free. 

Mr. King has not merely adopt- 
ed the Baruch plan, without any 
change whatever, but he also ad- 
vances all the Baruch arguments 
for that plan with no apparent va- 
riations. 

As readers of this column know, 
it has advocated that plan, not just 
since this argument became hot 
and vocal, but for many years be- 
fore that. It.was not new. It has 
been proposed by Mr. Baruch for 
more than 10 years as a result of 
his rich experience in price control 
in 1918. 

Opposition to it in this country 
among political leaders was on the 
argument that labor and agricul- 
ture wouldn’t stand for it. As Mr. 
Baruch proposed it and as Mr. 
‘King has accepted it, it provided 
for labor wage advances in precise 
proportion to the rise in the cost 
of living. In this country it pro- 
posed the farm price parity and not 
present price levels—still somewhat 
depressed in some crops—as a ceil- 
ing for farm prices. In Canada 
Mr. King proposes farm subsidies 
where necessary. 

There is nothing inflexible about 
either plan. Hard cases are to be 
subject to adjustment. Neither as- 
sumed absolutely to stop price ad- 
vances. Both sought merely to 
keep them in hand and prevent the 
tragedies of sudden runaways get- 
ting eventually out of all reasona- 
ble control, 

Yet our political pundits and 
their echoes in our war adminis- 
tration wouldn’t face the argument. 
Their first fear was that farmers 
wouldn't accept any ceiling over 
their prices. That’s where they 
got their first shock. Senator 
Thomas of Oklahoma, the great 
funny-money  inflationist, called 
farm leaders together. There he 
learned through a robust revolt 
that the American Farm Bureau 
Federation didn’t want any run- 
away farm prices. 

The Thomas argument was pure- 
ly political He wanted a new 
formula for farm  price-parity. 
When it was sifted out it amount- 
ed to an increase in cotton price 
parity and a slight reduction in 
other parities especially those for 
hogs, corn and wheat. It just didn’t 
click with most of the farm popu- 
lation. Twenty-cent cotton, which 
was the Thomas bait, isn’t a price 
necessary for fair return. It is a 
war bonanza price and cotton 
prices are our biggest headache. 
An artificially high structure has 
simply priced us out of the mar- 
kets of the world—which are the 
main reliance of our cotton farm- 
ers. 

On the labor front the argument 
against some wage _ stabilization 
was scarcely more supportable. 
Leon Henderson, who is responsi- 
ble for price control, dodges most 
of it by saying that labor policies 
are Mr. Hillman’s baby. It may 
be so, but runaway wage struc- 
tures are the basis of runaway 
price structures. Mr. Henderson is 
gure to have Mr. Hillman’s baby 
on his own lap. Hillman hasn’t 
spoken, but Mr. Lubin, a great 
labor economist, and also a Danish 
economist were enlisted to argue 
against wage’ ceilings. The argu- 
ment reduces to very weakly su 
ported dogma, . 

Argument or no argument, it is 
a simple fact that opposition to 
equitable and universal price con- 
trol instead of piecemeal price fix- 
ing is for the most part purely 
political. It won’t stand up in logic 
or experience. If we can’t get rid 
of this kind of approach to our 
principal war problems the out-

Lack of Steel From U. §. Reported 
Slowing Work on Saharan Railway 


Former Member of French Labor Battalion 
Says He Saw Proof That Nazi Armistice 
Commission Gave Construction Orders. 


By PETER MICHEL 
As Told to Eugene Tillinger. 


HE most amazing develop- 
ment during my nine months 
of forced labor on the Trans- 
Saharan railway was the sudden 
shortening of our working hours. 
We knew from long experience 
with our Nazi-supported French 
masters that this wasn’t from 
any soft-heartedness. Our officers 


and the construction contractors 


were only too glad to keep us 
breaking rock and laying road bed 
10 hours a day or longer. 

But at the beginning of July, 
those who worked on bridge con- 
struction gangs were informed 
they would work four instead of 
six days a. week, 

At first no one paid great at- 
tention. Six weeks later a new 
order.came through reducing work 
to two days a week. Then rumors 
began to fly. 

I happened to be in Bou Arfa, 
the settlement nearest our Moroc- 
I asked a sym- 
pathetic officer why we were 
slowing down on the = railway 
building job. His answer was: 

“I can tell you confidentially 
that we have no more steel. We 
were waiting for thousands of tons 
from the United States. Since this 
isn’t coming now, we. scarcely 
can continue with construction 
work.” 


Cement Lacking. 


That was in mid-August. Since 
then numerous indications have 
made me believe that perhaps the 
Trans-Saharan railroad is doomed, 
at least until Hitler organizes a 
new system of providing supplies. 
For instance, there are two cement 
factories in Casablanca, one of 
Morocco’s most important cities. 
One-half their output was for ship- 
ment to France, the other half 
for Moroccan consumption. For 
some mysterious reason, cement 
production has been slowed down 
so that there is virtually none for 
the railway line. 

Possibly it is. being shipped to 
Europe for war projects the Nazis 
consider more pressing. But I 
obtained the impression there was 
sabotage involved. It is certain 
that a bitter struggle is going on 
between the construction company 
and the officers who run the la- 
bor battalions. 

These officers—former captains, 
sergeants and corporals in the 
Foreign Legion—are interested 
chiefly in prolonging their jobs. 
They are well paid, their army 
jobs are gone, and they have to 
keep their big labor gangs busy 
to hold their jobs. The construc- 
tion company directors, however, 
are involved in larger political 
spheres. 

Incidentally, the officers’ zeal is 
one reason it is so difficult to es- 
cape from the labor battalions Pe- 
tain has created. 


Nazi Infiltration. 


In July I obtained leave for a 
few days and went to Casablanca 
by train to see the American Con- 


sul in the hope of getting an 
American visa. Casablanca was 
full of members of the Legion 
Francaise des Combattants, the 
new veterans’ organization Petain 
has formed to support his Gov- 
ernment, They had flocked in 
from all parts of Morocco for the 
funeral of Gen. Triquet, a Petain 
supporter. 


On the train I had a good chance 
to study them. They maintained 
a surface loyalty to Petain, but 
they all despised the Nazis. They 
read Le Petit Moracain, a Vichy- 
sponsored newspaper, and com- 
mented ironically on reports of 
Hitler victories over Russia. They 
were skeptical of Berlin's asser- 
tion that everything was devel- 
oping “according to plan” on the 
Eastern front. 

Moroccan authorities at the time 
were carrying out Vichy orders to 
create organizations like the Hit- 
ler Youth groups. One is called 
Jeunesse de France. On _ the 
streets I saw boys in green shirts 
and girls in green skirts signify- 
ing, membership in the organiza- 
tion. 

On earlier trips to Casablanca 
and Meknes—late in 1940 and in 
the first months of 1941—I saw 
Nazis clumping through the streets 
in full uniform. Now they have 
become more sly and donned civili- 
an clothes. 

Ih Meknes the German Armistice 
Commission, the device Hitler uses 
to control all French possessions, 
resides at the Hotel Trans-Atlan- 
tique. Nearly every night one can 
find them in the Cafe Rex on a 
noisy drinking bout. In Casa- 
blanca the commision lives at the 
Hotel d’Alfa. Over the entrance 
to this hotel is a sign: “No Jews 
or Dogs Admitted.”

In Moscow as 
People Go East 
Cities Far Behind 


Lines Bustle With 
Influx of New Life. 


KUIBYSHEV, Russia, Oct,21 
(Delayed) (AP).— 


ESPITE the grave danger 
hanging over Moscow, the 
Soviet Union is pursuing re- 
lentlessly the course of the war 
against Germany. 
I have seen unmistakable evi- 
dences of Russian determination 
to carry on the struggle, come what 
may. 
The congtant shuffle of reserves 
‘westward and civilians eastward, 
high morale, unbroken communi- 
cations and adequate food supplies 
all are indications of preparations 
for a long war. 
The vast, virtually trackless hin- 


winter, with streams beginning to 
freeze and plains coated with snow. 
While the Western Red army 
battles the Germans on the ap- 
proaches to Moscow, the highest 
members of the Soviet Government 
remain in the capital. 


Premier Stalin with his chief 
aids drafted in the Kremlin the 
series of decrees in which the 
steadily stiffening defense of Mos- 
cow was organized, including the 
declaration of a state of siege. 

Behind the front lines over a 
vast territory preparations go for- 
ward for prosecution of a lon 
war. 

Columns of reserves move west 
to enter the lines while women, 
children,. the aged and all other 
persons not participating actively 
in defense move east. 


Railway communications  con- 
tinue to function but more slowly 
under the greatly increased traffic. 
Thousands of persons and huge 
amounts of factory machines and 
other equipment are being trans- 
ported. 

Russian planes also ply the air 
steadily without evidence of un- 
usually effective interference by 
the German air forec. 

Cities and towns behind the lines 
bustle with the influx of new life. 
Contributing to the maintenance 
of morale is the supply of food, 
which appears to be adequate in 
the provinces. 

In one town I visited, a restau- 
rant .produced soup, fresh eggs, 
veal, rice and tea for a large party 
on short notice.

E situation in the Far East emphasizes the point which so fre- 
quently has been made in these articles: 


The immense “nuisance 


value” of Japan to the Axis. At first glance it is difficult to un- 


derstand why Japan, weakened by 
isolated from its associates, should 
role as long as it has. 


The. explanation lies in the lack 
of a determined and co-ordinated 
policy on the part of all the oppo- 
nénts of the Axis. As long as the 
German high command is able to 
dispose of all its resources under a 
single direction and to concentrate 
its power as it finds necessary, 
while its opponents must endlessly 
consult and chaffer over an infin- 
ity of detail in order to get any de- 
gree of concerted action, the Ger- 
mans will possess an advantage 
which will always give them the 
timing of each move, and may in 
the end prove decisive. 


This is another way of saying 
that as long as the American peo- 
ple remain obsessed by the idea 
that this war can be won by half 
measures, without taking risks and 
without sacrifice other than finan- 
cial, the war will not be won. 

Of course the German high com- 
mand does not make decisions at 
Tokyo, but it ts able to influence 
those decisions by its accomplish- 
ments elsewhere, notably, at pres- 
ent, in Russia; while the effect of 
German successes is not adequate- 
ly countered by mere “conversa- 
tions” amongst Britain, America, 
The Netherlands, China and Rus- 
sia. 


Time for Action. 


These Powers, at the very be- 
ginning of the Russian-German 
war, had an opportunity to make 
a joint stand in the Far East 
which would have compelled the 
Konoye government to choose be- 
tween a complete change of front 
and a suicidal war. It is probable 
that they still have that opportu- 
nity, but the sands are running 
out. The Konoye government has 
given place to a government far 
more militaty in tone; the Russian 
forces in the Far East have been 


its long struggle with China and 
have been permitted to play this 


European front; every day that 
passes sees new Japanese battle- 
ships and heavy armored cruisers 
nearer to readiness for sea, and 
the Japanese troops and bases in 
Indo-China better prepared for ac- 
tion. If the German successes in 
Russia should soon permit detach- 
ment of strong German forces, 
especially air forces, for operations 
against Turkey, or in Libya, or in 
Spain, it may become possible for 
the Germans to create diversions 
which will make it still more dif- 
ficult for Germany’s opponents to 
force a showdown with Japan. 
Completion of additional German 
submarines and surface vessels 
and release of German aircraft 
from Russia may likewise permit 
the Germans to establish naval di- 
versions in the Atlantic. 

The immediate present may well, 
therefore, be the last opportunity 
for ridding. ourselves of the Japa- 
nese nuisance; and an intolerable 
nuisance it is, and has been, and 
will (if permitted) continue to be. 
At every call for action in the At- 
lantic, our navy and our diplomats 
have been compelled to weigh care- 
fully, before acting, the situation 
in the Pacific.

HE outcry in Great Britain for 

the immediate opening of “a 

Western front” is the kind of 
agitation which American naval 
and military men will recognize at 
once. Our history is full of painful 
instances in which the public senti- 
ment of well meaning but neces- 
sarily uninformed crowds has over- 
ridden the better judgment of the 
commanders. 

This is such an old story here 
that it is the recurrent nightmare 
of American soldiers and sailors: 
before a war starts the public will 
not believe the danger is real 
enough to call for thorough pre- 
paredness. After the war has 
started, the public becomes impa- 
tient if victories are not quickly 
produced. Many years ago, long 
before Hitler had been heard of 
and in the days when the general 
public had no thought of war, I 
remember hearing a group of naval 
officers anxiously discussing this 
problem. They called it the prob- 
lem of Bull Run, meaning that if 
we got into war, we should proba- 
bly not be fully prepared but that, 
as soon as hostilities began, they 
would be expected to fight battles 
which, in fact, ought not to be 
risked in the opening phase of the 
war, 

One wise old admiral summed up 
the matter by saying that the peo- 
ple are always too pacifist in time 
of peace and too belligerent in time 
of war: they are moved not by 
knowledge of the strategic situa- 
tion but by their wishes. So they 
underestimate the danger of war 
before there is a war and refuse 
to take the necessary precautions; 
afterward they underestimate the 
enemy and insist on taking exces- 
sive risks. 


» * 

HUS we arrive at the paradox 

of the British Labor party, 
which would not listen to Mr. 
Churchill when he called for mili- 
tary preparedness and early pre- 
cautionary defensive moves against 
Hitler, now insisting that Mr. 
Churchill is so cautious he will not 
invade the Continent. We are asked 


to believe that Winston Churchill 
does not realize the importance of 
Russia and that Winston Churchill 
is afraid to fight. Those who take 
part in an agitation of this sort 
should write lyric poetry to relieve 
their feelings: that would be better 
than having them try to conduct 
@ war. 


* . * 

HE defense of the United 

States has been a matter of 
critical importance since Japan 
attacked China in 1937 and Hitler 
seized Austria in 1938. We are 
now beginning to pay the price, 
and it is only the beginning, be- 
cause for over four years the nec- 
essary preventive, precautionary, 
and defensive measures have been 
obstructed, delayed, and thwarted 
by the fact that we have acted not 
on’ the best judgment of the best 
informed but upon Gallup polls, 
popular illusions, and partisan poli- 
tics. We could not arm ourselves 
early in this desperate phase of 
history: it took the fall of France 
to make preparedness popular. We 
could not support France when it 
was still possible to keep France in 
the war, or support Britain until 
she stood alone and at bay. 

What we have done we have 
done when it was late, and we have 
done it on too small a scale, and 
hesitantly, and often by subter- 
fuge. Never have we done what in 
the best judgment of the best in- 
formed we ought to do. Every- 
one’s intentions have been for the 
best. But the fact is that never 
have we been able to take in time 
that stitch which would have saved 
nine. 

F OR we have been too pacifist to 
F do the big things that prevent, 
or at least limit a war, and’so we 
are on the verge of war. And un- 
less we pull ourselves together and 
realize that wars-cannot be con- 
ducted by Dr. Gallup’s researches, 
we shall probably make all the 
usual mistakes until we learn to 
trust the judgment of the com- 
manders who alone have access to 
all the availabie facts.

Pediatrician Tells of Effect of 
Poor Food for. Mothers on 
Their Babies, 


Dr. Ebbs ‘illustrated his thesis 
‘with statistics based on observa- 
tion of 400 cases. Half these wom- 
en ate the usual food of the very 
poor. The diets of the other half 
were supplemented by nutritional- 
ly desirable foods, as milk, eggs, 
oranges and cheese during the last 
half of. pregnancy. 

Results were striking. The av- 
erage time in labor of the well- 
fed women was five hours less 
than that of those on the unsupple- 
mented diet. There were miscar- 
riages, still and premature births 
in 17 per cent of cases of the un- 
derfed. These occurred in only 2 
per cent of the cases of those prop- 
erly fed. 


Death Rate of Babies. 
Up to the age of six months, 
three babies of undernourished 
mothers died. There were no 
deaths in the other group. In 
every way, Dr. Ebbs said, the gen- 
eral health of babies of well-nour- 
ished mothers was superior. 
Poorly fed mothers had_ three 
times as many infections after 
confinement as the:other group. 
Eighty-six-per cent of the well-fed 
nursed their babies, as compared 
with only 59 per cént of the, under- 
nourished, 

Dr. Robert Elman, associate pro- 
fessor of clinical surgery at the 
Washington: University Medical 
School, read a paper urging in- 
creased attention by dietitians to 
body deficiencies in protein, a nu- 
tritional element of comparable im- 
portance to vitamins. He described 
symptoms of chronic protein defi- 
ciency in the blood, as difficulty 
in digesting and assimilating food, 
abnormally slow healing and in- 
creased susceptibility to shock 
from .relatively slight hemorrhage 
or injury. 

These conditions may sometimes 
be corrected by feeding proteins, 
Dr. Elman said. In some cases, 
however, it is necessary to make 
injections into the blood stream, 
he said. 

Army’s Food Program. 

A prediction that the present 
army program of giving plenty of 
good food three times a day to l,- 
500,000 men would have a revolu- 
tionary effect on food habits of 
the nation was made last night by 
Col. R. .A. Osmun of the Army 
Quartermaster Corps, who spoke 
to delegates at a banquet at Hotel 
Statler. ' 

There have been complaints, he 
said, that the army is teaching 
conscripts luxurious faqod habits. 
“We are teaching them,” he said, 
“to drink milk, something those 
tough hillbillies hadn’t tasted since 
they shifted from the baby bottle. 

“Some boys wanted to eat hominy 
three times a day when they first 
came to training camp. They didn’t 
want any ‘fancy’ food—that is, they 
didn’t want it at first. But you 
ought to see them now. They pack 
away the fruits and vegetables and 
apple pie and ice cream.”

" Rains, Are Now Receding—Missouri 
Up 12 Feet in Day.

Bureau here, as the last river 

to recede, the Illinois, ceased over- 
flowing its banks. 


“Today, none of the rivers are 
in flood stage except the Illinois 
at two points—Havana and 

Beardstown, and yesterday they 
receded virtually to flodd stage, 
14 feet at those two towns, and 
are continuing to recede. Higher 
flood stages were reported by more 
river towns in Missouri and Illi- 
nois in this recent rainy period 
than at any other time this year— 
even exceeding the April flood.” 

The floods this month were 
started by a heavy downpour dur- 
ing the 24 hours preceding the, 
morning of Oct, 5, in the Osage 
River drainage area and in Cen- 
tral Missouri. The Osage below 
below Bagnell Dam.rose rapidly. 
Thomas, Mo., reported the Osage 
River stage there had risen 15.4 
feet. At Hermann, the Missouri 
River rose 12 feet in the 24-hour 
period, bringing the crest to 25.8 
feet, or 48 above flood stage. 

Still the rains came, and two 
days later, at St. Charles, the crest 
was 30.4 feet, or 5.4 feet higher 
than the flood stage there. At St. 
Louis, on Oct. 8, the Mississippi 
River stood at 27.8 feet, or 2.2 feet 
below flood level. 

On the morning of Oct. 9 there 
wer6é neavy rains over the Grand 
River drainage area, in the North- 
west Missouri section. Chillicothe 
reached 22.7 feet, well over its 18- 
foot flood stage. Brunswick, also 
on the Grand River, had reached 
14.5 feet three days later, or 2.5 
feet above flood level.

On Oct. 15, the flood level at Ha- 
vana was 15.5, or 1.5 feet above 
flood level; at Beardstown the next 
day, where flood stage is 14 feet, 
the water had reached 15.7 feet. 
The Sangamon River, which enters 
the Illinois above Beardstown, also 
war high. A light flood took place 
at Grafton, on the Mississippi 
River, where the water reached 
18.3 feet, or .3 foot over flood level. 
Higher Water at Alton. 
The Mississippi River dams in 
this area, which Gross pointed out 
are navigation and not flood con- 
trol dams, showed rising tailwaters. 
The tailwater is the height of the 
water below the dam, Gross ex- 
plained. 
At Alton, the dam’s tailwater 
rose from 118 feet to 16.3, during 
the 24-hour period.

Letters to the agency fre- 
quently accuse retailers of increas- 
ing prices merely to increase 
profits. 

“There is no reason for being 
modest about the fact that retail 
prices are moving up more slowly 
than everything else,” Van der 
Hooning declared, pointing out 
that farmers are getting higher 
prices, most wages have been in- 
creased, and transportation costs 
have risen, 

Retailers, he suggested, should 
tell the public that they have 
clamped on voluntary restrictions, 
avoided speculation, kept only rea-

NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (AP). —

peal of the Neutrality Act or by 
rewriting it without provisions ob- 
structing aid to Britain and its 
allies. 

“Millions upon millions of Re- 
publicans are rescived “that the 
ugly smudge of obstructive isola- 
tionism shall be removed a the 
face of their party. ” Willkie 
said in a statement to which was 
appended the appeal to Congress. 

Willkie also took occasion to 
criticise the §administration’s 


handling ef labor-management re- 
lations, and the manner in which 
the foreign policy was given to the 
people. He asserted that “the de- 
sire of many in the administra- 


_ tion to rewrite our social and eco- 


nomic life under cover of the na- 
tional ‘effort must be ruled out 
during the emergency.” 

He declared that “the require-’ 
ment for America today is for a 
forthright international policy, de- 
signed to encompass the destruc- 
tion of totalitarianism by what- 
ever means necessary.” 

“This policy should be presented 
to us by our elected leader frank- 
ly and not by doses as though 
we were children,” Willkie’s state- 
ment said.

our far flung lines of communica- 
tion and those of our British and 
Dutch associates.

At the moment, the new Japa- 
nese warships are probably not 
ready for action. Recent repairs 
to British capital ships have 
brought the British battle fleet to 
full strength again, or nearly 80. 
Our Philippine garrison has been 
heavily reinforced, especially in 
long range aircraft; likewise the 
British garrison in Malaya. 

The Japanese offensives in China 
have ended in failure; a Chinese 
counteroffensive has retaken 
Ichang on the Yangtze. The Rus- 
sian Far Eastern armies are still 
in being, still stronger in aircraft 
and armored troops than the Japa- 
nese in Manchoukuo. The Rus- 
sians still possess their formidable 
torpedo and submarine flotillas in 
the port of Viadivostok—and the 
operation of Russia submarines in 
this war has excited already the 
admiration of British naval offi- 
cers. The Dutch in the East In- 
dies are as ready as they will 
ever be. 

In European Russia, the Ger- 
mans and Russians are still locked 
in a bloody struggle before Mos- 
cow, the result of which is by no 
means decided. It seems unlikely 
that anything can happen there 
which will immediately affect the 
fighting power or political cohe- 
sion of the Russian Far Eastern 
provinces: but it is far from im- 
possible that such results may 
eventually take place.

American opinion and fire srr 
can spirits, that it can hardly be 
doubted that the net result will 
be vastly increased production 
from which the Atlantic war as 
well as that in the Pacific will 
benefit. Moreover it seems un- 
likely that Japan can long resist 
the array of force which could 
now be consolidated against it. A 
Japanese defeat or a peace brought 
about by the complete discrediting 
of the militarists, would seem to 
be in the cards within a compara- 
tively short time. Even should 
the war prove longer than here 
anticipated, we can scarcely be 
worse off than we are now with 
so great a part of the total mili- 
tary weight of the anti-German 
coalition tied up in the Far East 
and with the constant anxiety as 
to Japanese intentions placing ob- 
stacles in the path of every anti- 
German enterprise. 

Concerted action to settle the 
Japanese affair once and for all 
presents advantages which seem 
far to outweigh its risks. A suc- 
cessful outcome, whether by vic- 
tory in war or by Japanese capitu- 
lation, ‘would release very strong 
British forces for the Middle East, 
where they may be needed before 
very long. It would enable Brit- 
ish-American naval power to be 
concentrated in the Atlantic. It 
would free substantial Russian 
forces for the European theater of 
operations. It would establish 
China as a useful and active part- 
ner in the anti-German coalition. 
It would enable that coalition to 
draw upon the Japanese merchant 
marine—almost 6,000,000 tons of 
ocean-going shipping — either by 
capture or by amicable charter ar- 
rangement (as the case may be) 
at a moment when every ton of 
such shipping is almost worth its 
weight in gold. It will inflict on 
Axis prestige a crushing blow 
which may go far to offset in Tur- 
key, in French North Africa, and 
elsewhere, the moral effect of pos- 
sible German gains in Russia. It 
will free the hands of the oppo- 
nents of Germany to consolidate 
their blockade of continental Eu- 
rope without further anxiety as to 
their distant but vital maritime 
communications in the Pacific and 
Indian oceans, 

The Japanese have cleverly and 
succéssfully played for time — so 
far. Nothing could be more clear 
than the suicidal folly of permit- 
ting them to do so longer. The 
time is at hand for the elimination 
of Japan as an Axis partner;

come from the German Armistice 
Commision in Casablanca. 

Throughout the nine months I 
was working with the labor bat- 
talions, uving in make-shift cav- 
erns, eating horrible food, wearing 
tattered remnants of clothings, the 
hope that sustained me was that I 
eventually could find some way of 
getting to the United States. Final- 
ly my brother in America was able 
to arrange a visa for me, but that 
was only one important step on 
the long path to freedom after 
one unsuccessful attempt to es- 
cape with the British. 


It was necessary for me to get 
an exit permit from Morocco. 


I reported to the Deuxieme Bu- 
reau in Rabat, where Capt. F. gave 
me a thorough grilling. He ended 
up by saying: 

“Now we must find out whether 
you have been placed on the list 
of the-Securite Public.” 

I did not understand what he 
meant. From his drawer the cap- 
tain pulled out a thick folder filled 
with closely printed lists of names 
and started reading through for 
my name. 


With a shock I realized he was 
thumbing through the extradition 
list of the Gestapo. On it were 
written all the names of French- 
men and foreigners that the Ger- 
man secret police were anxious to 
keep from escaping from WNazi- 
controlled territory. No name on 
that list could ever hope for an 
exit permit from the French. 


Looks for Himself. 


Finally he began to tire of the 
search and to my amazement hand- 
ed me a handful of the name 
sheets, 

“Go on, look for it yourself,” he 
Said brusquely. It was a grotesque 
situation, Though I couldn’t imag- 
ine why I should be listed, my 
hands began to tremble when I 
went over the hundreds of names. 
Nervously I saw innumerable 
names I knew. One of them was 
an intimate friend, a comrade in 
my camp. My name wasn’t among 
them. 

On Monday, Sept. 8, I worked as 
usual with my battalion. That 
evening I got the greatest news of 
my life—everything was arranged 
for me to go to the United States, 
even ship passage. 

Rejoicing, I dashed to the Ser- 
geant Major and asked him to sign 
my discharge papers, 

“Non . . . tomorrow morning 
will be time,” he barked. 

In the morning—my train to 
Casablanca was departing at 6—I 
had to wake him. He was terribly 
annoyed and made so much fuss 
that I almost missed the train, 
the last one which would connect 
with the boat from Casablanca. 
Finally he signed and turned the 
papers over to me. 

It was four miles from our camp 
to Bou Arfa, the railway station. 
There wasn't time to walk it, so I 
“borrowed” an officer’s horse. 


The train was just starting to 
pull out when I climbed aboard.

West opened the king of dia- 
monds, and declarer won with 
dummy’s ace, Right there he lost 
his slam. The loss of a diamond 
always had been wnavoidable.

South should have seen the 
necessity of playing for a long 
diamond to provide against the 
chance that the clubs might not 
break. Since the expected split 
of the diamonds was 4-2, it might 
be vital to retain three entries 
to dummy, two in order to lead 
diamonds from dummy and ruff 
them in his own hand, and the 
third to get back to dummy to 
cash the last diamond. 

This would have been easy had 
he ducked the first lead.

ERLIN, Aug. 26, 1989 — With 
Henderson off to London this 

morning and not expected back 
before tomorrow (Sunday) night, 
I think we're in for a breathing- 
spell over the week end. Most of 
the Berliners betook themselves to 
the lakes around the city, oblivious 
of the threat of war. 


(Later. 1:30 a. m.)—Tomorrow 
night’s (Sunday's) papers reveal 
for the first time that Hitler is 
demanding now not only. Danzig 
and the Corridor but everything 
Germany lost in 1918, which means 
Posen and Silesia, Just before I 
went on the air DNB informed me 
that rationing will be <nstituted 
beginning Monday. Thig will wake 
up the German people to their 
situation! 


Berlin, Aug, 27 (Sunday)—Hen- 
derson failed to return today as 
expected, causing the Wilhelm- 
strasse to accuse the British of 
stalling. Some Nazis, however, 
think Henderson’s delay in London 
means the British are giving in. 


Berlin, Aug. 28—Ed (Murrow) 
phoned from London at 1:30 p. 
m. He thifks Henderson, who 
is réturning to Berlin from Lon- 
don this afternoon, will bring an 
answer to Hitler “that will shock 
him.” 

(Later)—Henderson arrived back 
by plane at 8:30 p. m., went to the 
Chancellery at 10:30 p. m., and 
stayed until 11:40. No reliable 
news about this crucial meeting. 

Berlin, Aug. 29 — The average 
German today looks dejected. He 
can’t get over the blow of the ra- 
tion cards, which to him spells war. 


(Later. 3 a. m.)—At 7:15 tonight 


‘Hitler gave Henderson his reply 


to the British proposals. To the 
surprise of the Wilhelmstrasse, the 
British Ambassador did not fly off 
to London with it, though the 
Germans had a plane ready for 
him at Tempelhof. He merely 
filed it in the regular diplomatic 
way. It looks as though the Brit- 
ish were getting tough at last. 
Berlin, Aug., 30 — The British 
reply to Hitler’s iatest came bounc- 
ing back to Berlin tonight. With 
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what result, we don’t know. To-. 


night may well be decisive. DNB 
has announced it will be issuing 
news all night tonight. This 
sounds ominous. 

Berlin, Aug. 31 (morning)—Every- 


,body against the war. People talk- 


ing openly. How can a country 
go into a major war with a popu- 
lation so dead against it? People 
also kicking about being kept in 
the dark. A German said to me 
last night: “We know nothing. 
Why don’t they tell us what’s up?” 

(Later)—Broadcast at 7:45 p. m. 
said: “The situation tonight is 
very critical. .:. The new defense 
council sat all day. The Wilhelm- 
strasse has been seething with ac- 
en io 

(Later.. 3:30 a, m.)—A typical 
Hitler swindle was sprung. this 
evening. At 9 p. m. te German 
radio stopped its ordinary pro- 
gram and broadcast the terms of 
German “proposals” to Poland. I 
was taken aback by their reason- 
ableness, and having to translate 
them for our American listeners 
immediately, as we were on the 
air, I missed the catch. This is 
that Hitler demanded that a Polish 
plenipotentiary be sent to Berlin 
to “discuss” them by last night, 
though ‘they «were only given’ to 
Henderson the night before.* 

(*Author’s Note—Even this was 
not true. Henderson revealed later 
that Ribbentrop—in a most inso- 
lent mood—read: the 16 points to 
him so rapidly that he could not 
grasp them, When he asked for a 
copy of them, the German Foreign 
Minister refused!) 


An official German statement 
(very neat) complains that the 
Poles would not even come to Ber- 
lin to discuss them. Obviously, 
they didn’t have time. Tonight the 
great armies, navies, and air forces 
are all mobilized. Each country is 
shut off from the other. We have

Beriin, Sept. 1-——At 6 a. m, Sig- 
rid Schultz phoned. She said: “It’s 
happened.” I was very sleepy— 
my body and mind numbed, para- 
lyzed. I mumbled: “Thanks, Sig- 
rid,” and tumbled out of bed. The 
war is on! It’s a “counter-attack!” 
At dawn this morning Hitler 
moved against Poland, It’s a fla- 
grant act«of aggression. But Hit- 
ler and the high command call it 
a “counter-attack.” The people in 
the street were apathetic when I 
drove to the Rundfunk for my first 
broadcast at 8:15 a.m. Along the 
east-west axis the Luftwaffe were 
mounting five big anti-aircraft 
guns to protect Hitler when he ad- 
dressed the Reichstag at 10 a. m. 

I had to remain at the radio to 
handle Hitler’s speech for America. 
Throughout the speech, I thought 
as I listened, ran a curious strain, 
as though Hitler himself were 
dazed at the fix he had got. him- 
self into and felt a little desperate 
about it. Tomorrow Britain and 
France probably will come in and 
you havevyour’second World War. 

(Later, Two-thirty a. m.) —Alk 
most through our first blackout. 
We had our first air-raid alarm at 
7 p. m. No planes came over. 
But with the English and French 
in, it may be different tomor- 
row. The isolation from the out- 
side world that you feel on a 
night like this is increased by 
@ new decree issued tonight pro- 
hibiting the listening to foreign 
broadcasts. Who's afraid of the 
truth? And no wonder.- Curious 
that not a single Pelish bomber 
got through tonight. : 

Berlin, Sept. 3.—Hitler’s “coun- 
ter-attack”.on Poland has on this 
Sabbath day become a world war! 
The time: 11-a.-m. I was stand- 
ing in the Wilhelmplatz about 
noon when the loudspeakers sud- 
denly announced that England 
had declared herself at war with 
Germany. Some 250 people were 
standing there in the sun. There 
was not a4 murmur, They just 
stood there as they were before. 
Stunned. The people cannot real- 
ize yet that Hitler has led them 
into a world war. Last night I 
heard Germans talking of the 
“Polish thing” lasting but a few 
weeks, or months at the most. Few 


believed that Britain and France 
would move. Ribbentrop was sure 
they wouldn’t and had told the 
Fuehrer, who believed him. 

Berlin, Sept. 4.—After midnight 
and no air raid, even with the 
British and French in the war. 
On the feedback from New York 
tonight I heard the story of the 
sinking of the Athenia with 1400 
passengers, including 240 Ameri- 
cans, aboard. -The English said it 
was a German U-boat, The Ger- 
mans promptly denied it.

Apparently the war in Poland is 
all but over. - Britain and France 
have done nothing on the West- 
ern front to relieve the tremendous 
pressure on Poland. It begins to 
look as though in Hitler we have 
a new Napoleon who may sweep 
Europe and conquer it. 

Berlin, Sept. 10.—One week aft- 
er the Anglo-French declaration 
of a state of war the average 
German is beginning to wonder if 
it’s a world war after all. If it is 
war, why only a few leaflets over 
the Rhineland? The industrial 
heart of Germany lies along the 
Rhine close to France. From 
there come most of the munitions 
that are blowing up Poland with 
such deadly effect. Yet not a 
bomb has fallen on a Rhineland 
factory. 

Berlin, Sept. 11—For the first 
time today the war communique 
mentions French artillery-fire on 
the Western front. 

Berlin, Sept. 16—Every German 
I’ve met today liked Col. Lind- 
bergh’s broadcast. The story gets 
a good play in the Berlin news- 
papers, which is more than Roose- 
velt’s speeches get. The headlines 
are friendly.

In the woods in“the 
Corridor the sickefiing sweet smell 
of dead horses and the sweeter 
smell of dead men. Here, the Ger- 
mans say, a whole division of Pol- 
ish cavalry charged against hun- 
dreds of German tanks and was 
annihilated. 


Danzig, Sept, 19-20, 2:30 a. m.— 
Today I have had a glimpse of an 
actual battle. It was going on two 
miles north of Gdynia on a ridge 
that stretched for seven miles in- 
land from the sea. There was 
something about it that was very 
tragic and at the same time gro- 
tesque. We stood on a hill in the 
midst of the city of Gdynia. It 
was a German observation post. 
Officers stood about; peering 
through field glasses. 

The Germans had the Poles sur- 
rounded on three sides, and the 
sea, from which German destroy- 
ers were peppering them, cut them 
off on the fourth. The Germans 
were using everything in the way 
of weapons, big guns, small guns, 
tanks, and airplanes. The Poles 
had nothing but machine guns, 
rifles and two anti-aircraft pieces 
which they were trying desperately 
to use as artillery against German 
machine-gun posts and German 
tanks, 

The Poles had turned two large 
buildings, one an officers’ school, 
the other the Gdynia radio station, 
into fortresses and were firing ma- 
chine guns from several of the win- 
dows. After a half-hour a Ger- 
man shell struck the roof of the 
school and set it on fire. Then 
German infantry, supported by 
tanks, charged up the hill and sur- 
rounded the building. But they 
did not take it. The Poles kept 
machine-gunning them from the 
basement windows of the burning 
building. . Finally a squadron of 
Nazi bombers appeared. 

It was a hopeless position for 
the Poles. And yet they fought 
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Poland 
"Counter-attack.” 


on. The German officers with us 
kept praising their courage. We 
watched the battle until noon. As 
we left I asked an officer about 
the Polish artillery. “They haven't 
any,” he said. “If they had just 
one ‘75,’ they could have blown us 
all to bits. It’s only two miles over 
there, and this would have been a 
natural target.” 

We drove to the Westerplatte, a 
small island between Danzig and 
the sea which had been used by 
the Poles as a supply depot. For 
five days a small Polish garrison 
had held out on the island against 
the ll-inch guns of the Schleswig- 
Holstein firing at point-blank range 
and Stukas dropping 500-pound 
Bombs. Today the Westerplatte 
looked like the wasteland around 
Verdun. 

Interesting: the bombs tossed by 
the Stukas were more deadly and 


‘ more accurate than the shells from 


the old battleship. A round Polish 
bunker not over 40 feet in diameter 
had, received two direct hits from 
500-pound bombs. The 10-foot thick- 
ness of concrete and stee] had been 
torn to pieces like tissue paper.

make his first speech since his 
Reichstag address of Sept. 1 started 
off the war. I had a seat on the 
aisle, and as he strode past me to 
the rostrum I thought he looked 
more imperious than I had ever 
seen him.

of victory, and that when the Poles 
inside refused to surrender, his. pa-' 
tience had cracked and he rushed 
to Danzig to make his speech, He 
had to talk! 


Berlin, Sept. 20.—Tonight the 
press talks openly of peace. All 
the Germans I’ve talked to today 
are dead sure we shall have peace 
within a month. They are in high 
spirits. 

Berlin, Sept. 21.—In an order of 
the day to his troops last night 
Gen. von Brauchitsch, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the army, an- 
nounced that the operations against 
Poland were concluded, Thus ends 
the “counter-attack.” In 18 days 
this amazing fighting machine 
which ig the German army has 
overrun Poland, annihilated its 
armies, chased its government 
from Polish soil. But Warsaw still 
holds out gallantly.
